The Sense of Equilibrium in Deaf-Mules.

A number of years ago a narrow 
board walk raised about a foot 
from the ground led from the gate 
of Gallaudet College down 7th Street 
to the car line. The college boys 
were accustomed to go down this 
walk to the city after school and re- 
turn about dusk. An old gentle- 
man who lived on 7th Street noticed 
the boys went down tow 11 walking 
perfectly straight at 4 o'clock, but 
came back two hours later with a 
very uncertain locomotion. He 
went to Dr. Gallaudet and told him 
that the college boys came back from 
town so drunk that they had to hold 
each other on the sidewalk, and then 
they often fell off in a heap. Dr. 
Gallaudet thanked him for his 
trouble and told him that as long as 
the deaf boys staggered after dark 
they were all right, but asked him 
if he ever saw any of them walking 
steadily after dark to report it at 
once and he would investigate. 

This was owing to the well- 
known fact that deaf-mutes under 
the influence of liquor seldom show 
the effects of it in their walk. The 
theory has been offered that alco- 
holic stimulants give a relief from 
the muscular strain to which most 
deaf unites are constantly subjected 
and produces perfect balance. 

The testimony of Mr. Balis, of 
the Ontario School, in regard to the 
preservation of balance is in; 
ing. He savs : 

" I have often fallen towards the 
floor when standing at test in the 
dark, unconscious of motion until 
almost prostrate. L,ocomotion in 
the twilight demands for me the 
whole available right of way, unless 
1 ha\ ed point to guide me. 

At night I must have a light for the 
guiding point or be able to touch 
something. In passing persons and 
things on my left, it is often im- 
possible to avoid Collisions, though 
to pass on my right there is no dif- 
ficulty. The well-known superior- 
ity of the cultivated right side over 
the left, which impels people to 
walk in circles in a wood or on a 
plain, does not explain this peculiar- 
aisfactorily for I wish 
and will try to avoid collisions, 
but 1 1 ar in spite of all 

do, in broad daylight. 

1 cannot walk straight with one 
eye closed or swim without going 
under on the blind side. I go 
under on either side when I attempt 
to swim in the dark."

Baltimore Public School. — The 
city of Baltimore, Md., now con- 
ducts two classes for deaf children 
in the public schools, one in the 
eastern and another in the western 
section of the city. These classes are 
governed by experienced teachers of 
the deaf, Miss Agnes M. Lacy at 
School No. 75, and Mrs. 1 
Mengert at School No. 97, being in 
immediate charge. This work is 
under the supervision of Miss Olive 
A. Whildin. who also provides for 
special attention for hard-of-hearing 
children in the public schools. 



Kansas School. — The board of 
administration of this school has 
approved the recommendation of the 
new superientendent, Mr. D. T. 
Cloud, of having a survey made of 
the school, and in carrying out that 
recommendation the board has in- 
vited Mr. T. S. McAloney, super- 
intendent of the Colorado School, to 
conduct the survey. Publication of 
his report will be given at a later 
date. 

Playground apparatus costing ap- 
proximately $600 has been installed. 
Equipment to the amount of $3,500 
has been added to the printing shop, 
which includes one Miehle pony 
press, saw trimmer, type and fur- 
niture. 

Los Angklks School. — Miss 
Mary F. Bennett, a pioneer in oral 
education of the deaf, founder of the 
school for the deaf in Los Angeles 
public schools, and supervisor of the 
school for a number of years, died 
August 15, 1925, after a long illness 
of heart disease at her home in Los 
Angeles. 

Maryland School. — A new- 
trades and gymnasium building is in 
process of erection and will be ready 
for occupancy by December first. 
Two linotype machines, one No. 5 
and one No. 14, together with a new 
Miehle press will be installed. 

North Carolina School. — Dur- 
ing the school held for teachers last 
summer, representatives from 18 
States and the Philippine Islands 
attended, there being 42 enrolled. 

Owing to the drouth in this part 
of the south, the opening of School 
was postponed so that the water 
supply of the school might be di- 
I to the State hospital to re- 
lieve the needs of that institution. 

Mr. Louis R. Divine resigned, 
having been elected to the superin- 
tendency of the Arkansas* .School, 
which also meant the resignation of 
Mrs. Divine, domestic science tea- 
cher. 

Rhode Island I nstitu te, — 
School opened September 21st, with 
a full attendance the first day. 

The pupils' dining rooms were 
thoroughly renovated during the 
svmmer and now present a very 
attractive appearance. New tables 
made by the boys in the cabinet 
shop replace those that have been in 
use for many years. Considerable 
painting was done in the interior of 
the buildings, and the exterior wood- 
work of the residence building was 
painted. 

New concrete walks were put 
down on Hope and Cvpress Streets, 
and the front lawn was g;raded and 
reseeded. 

S. Dakota School. — The pre- 
sent school session opened Septembei 
5th, with practically an entirely new 
organization in charge. Mr. 
Tillinghast took charge on July 1st, 
having been superintendent of the 
Missouri School for the past three 
years, and of the Oregon School for 
seventeen years previous, succeeding 
Mr. Harry I..
